COTTON CAMBLINC 
MUST BE BANNED 


So Sims Says in Advocating 
the Burleson Measure 


N. Y.. EXCHANGE ATTACKED 


Sims Declares Its Practices Are in- 
telerable, and Says the Cotton 
Growers Are Resolved to 
End Them—Only Harm 
Results. 


’ Washington, March 4.—Declaring thas 
the practices of the New York cotton 
exchange were intolerable, and that 
the cotton growers of the south had 
determineg to use all lawful means to 
end them, Mr. ,Sims, of Tennessee, to 
day, in the house of representatives, 
advocated the passage of the Burleson 
bill prohibiting the use of the mail, the 
telegraph or the telephone service in 
dealing in ‘“‘cotton futures’’ where the 
delivery and acceptance of actual cot- 
ton is not intended. He said that if 
there was any good left in the New 
York ocrtton exchange it was * so Over- 
shadowed by the bad as to make it 
desirable to wipe out the good rather 
than to longer tolerate the bad effects 
of its reprehensible practices.’’ 
No Benefit to Cotton Industry. 


Mr. Sims asserteg that there was no 
legitimate benefit to the cotton Indus- 
try of the United States, {in ny form, 
growing out of transactions o.. the cot- 
ton exchanges of this country as now 
conducted. Dealing in cotton futures 
was denounced as “an *%unmitigated 
evil,’ with no compensating advan- 
tages. He said the largest crop of 
cotton ever grown in the United States 
was in round numbers thirteen and 
one-half millions of bales, and in the 
Same year this crop was grown the 
sales for future deliverv of cotton on 
the New York cotton exchange was hbhe- 
tween ninety and hundred million 
bales; that not exceeding 5 per cent of 
there sales were in anv way connected 
with the actual cotton transactions: 
that fully 95 per cent of all the sales 
of futures on the cotton exchange in 
New York were purely speculative and 
would fall under the ban of the law if 
the Burleson bill were passed. 

New York Grades Attacked. 


He said the grades of cotton 
were delivered on contracts in 
ton exchange in New York 
as to offer a premium on 
undesirable eotton. The result was 
that a large amount of this class 
unmerchantable cotton accumulated 
the warehouses in New York instead 
of going into consumption and was 
delivered and redelivered on contracts 
The effect of this practice, he said. was 
to cause holders of contracts of 
particular month to sell at any price 
before the month of delivery arrived. 
rather than take this low-grade, un- 
desirable cotton that could be used in 
no other way than redelivery on some 
ouher future cotton contract. “Tho 
logical and practical effect.”’ pre 
clared, “is to depress the price 
tures for the nearest month. 
in turn, depresses the price 
Or spot cotton.’’

| MAIL GRAFT AND MAIL DELINQUENCY. 

| Millions of patrons of the mail service throughout the United States, and 
particularly in the south, would appreciate more anf activity on the part of 

congress which would insure them a prompt and adequate mail service for 

the next twenty-five years than they will care about an investigation into 

an alleged mail graft for the last quarter of a century, which has now 

ceased to exist. 

For, while there is a distinction, mail delinquency is close akin to mail 
graft—in last analysis both constitute taking money for a service that is 
not rendered. ' 

In the national house of representatives a hue and cry has been raised 
over the allegation that the railroads have, since 1880, mulcted the govern- 
;ment to the tune of $70,000,000 in the aggregate, as the result of the old 
system of weighing the mails. But this is past’ and ‘gone now, and since 
the alleged grafting was done with the knowledge of the postoffice depart- 
ment recovery would not be possible. 

Congress should exercise a little more foresight and less of hindsight 
in dealing with the postoffice department. : ‘ 

We have repeatedly called attention to mail delinquencies, particularly 
in the south—tmail trains which are almost regularly ‘late, from one to six 
hours and more, missing important connections at every point and causing 
a delay of twenty-four hours in the delivery of mail on hundreds of 
‘rural routes.

GEORGE BARTON TELLS 
HOW ESCAPE WAS MADE 


Alleged Safe Blower Declares Har- 
per Engineered Getaway

from Jail. 


George Barton, the one-armed alleged 
safe blower who, together with John 
Harper, under indictment for two mur- 
ders, made his escape from the Tower 
on the night of February. 2, was recap- 
tured in Bessemer, Ala., and returned 
to the Tower Monday, made a complete 
statement yesterday of the manner in 
which he and Harper escaped from the 
Tower. 

Barton declares Harper suggested the 
plan of escape, produced the saws 
which he brought with him from the 
Bartow county jail to the Tower, and 
sawed the bolts to the door of the steel 
box just outside of their cage, which 
covers the levers which locked the two 
inside cells, and in which the lock to 
the bolt which fastens the main cage 
is concealed. 

“It took Harper two weeks to finish 
his plans for our escape,” said Barton, 
during which tirhe he sawed the bolts; 
to the lever box, replacing the bolts, | 
substituting a grease-painted wooden 
bolt for the bottom one, which he los, 
and filling in the sawed places in the 


metal with soap to prevent its discov | 


ery. 

“On the Sunday night we_ escaped I 
went in Hanper’s cell before we were 
locked in the cells in the cage, and by 
stuffing a blanket at the boitom of the 
cage door prevented it being locked, 
thus giving us the liberty of the tage. 
After things grew quiet Harper re- 
moved the sawed bolts from the lever 
box. slid down the side of the lever box, 
then pried tthe lock out of the bolt 
hasp with a etick. After that it took us 


several hours to saw the bars to the 
window on the third floor, and when we 
swung down from the window to the 
high brick fence of the jail yard." 

Barton will probably be taken to 
Crawfordville, Ga., during the morning 
to be put on trial for the alleged of- 
fense of having cracked the safe of the 
Bank of Sharon, at Sharon, Ga.
